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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor , the  Members  of  the  City  Council , 
and  the  Citizens  of  Everett  : 

In  submitting  its  twenty-third  annual  report,  the  School 
Committee  feels  a special  gratification  in  being  able  to  state 
that  the  past  year  has  been  a notable  one  in  the  history  of  the 
public  schools  of  Everett.  For  the  first  time  in  fifteen  years 
the  accommodations  furnished  our  school  children  have  become 
commensurate  with  the  constant  and  rapid  increase  in  the 
city’s  population  and  the  consequent  growth  of  the  school 
population. 

This  increase  had  for  years  past  necessitated  makeshifts  in 
the  accommodations  for  class  and  recitation  rooms  which  mili- 
tated against  the  best  efficiency  of  the  schools  as  well  as  the 
comfort  and  convenience  of  pupils  and  teachers.  But  the 
needs  of  our  present  school  population  are  now  approximately 
met  by  the  completion  of  the  three  new  schoolhouses,  build- 
ings that  in  the  highest  degree  combine  the  experience  of 
educators  and  the  skill  of  architects,  and  named  for  citizens 
identified  with  the  educational  as  well  as  the  general  best 
interests  of  the  city,  — Albert  N.  Parlin,  Albert  W.  Lewis, 
Rev.  George  G.  Hamilton. 

The  need  in  the  immediate  future  for  larger  accommodations 
for  the  pupils  of  the  High  School  has  been  set  forth  by  His 
Honor  Mayor  Chambers  in  his  inaugural  address.  The 
present  building  has  reached  its  limit.  There  will  also  be  need 
of  increased  accommodations  for  the  Lafayette  district.  These 
subjects  are  adequately  treated  in  the  report  of  Superinten- 
dent Whitney  which  accompanies  this  report. 

In  this  connection,  the  Committee  desires  to  put  on  record 
its  deep  appreciation  of  the  ability,  zeal  and  devotion  to  public 
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interests  of  the  commission  which  was  intrusted  with  the 
erection  of  the  three  new  schoolhouses,  and  also  of  the  generous, 
liberal  spirit  of  our  fellow  citizens  and  tax  payers,  who,  through 
their  representatives  in  the  City  Council,  provided  the  funds 
which  made  the  erection  of  the  buildings  possible,  and  thus 
kept  Everett  in  the  front  rank  of  the  cities  of  Massachusetts 
in  providing  the  highest  grade  of  educational  opportunities. 

A further  advance  in  our  public  school  equipment  during 
the  past  year  has  been  the  bringing  to  more  modern  efficiency 
the  fire  protection  of  the  school  buildings.  The  mechanical 
fire-signal  has  been  found  to  be  better  for  the  smaller  buildings 
than  the  cheaper  open-circuit  electric  device.  We  believe, 
however,  that  a modern  closed-circuit  system  should  be  in- 
stalled in  the  High  School. 

The  relations  between  the  Committee  and  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  have  been  of  the  most  cordial  character  in  co-oper- 
ating in  the  school  work.  The  Committee  retains  the  right 
to  control  and  direct  policies  and  expenditures,  leaving  to  the 
Superintendent  and  the  teachers  under  his  direction  a large 
freedom  in  execution.  We  intend  to  give  them  as  large  re- 
sources as  possible  in  promoting  the  plans  we  deem  advanta- 
geous, holding  them  responsible  for  results. 

During  the  past  year,  at  their  own  request,  Miss  Susan  F. 
Drury,  for  twenty-five  years  a teacher  and  principal  at  the 
Devens  School,  and  Miss  Addie  S.  Mathews  have  been  re- 
tired by  the  Massachusetts  Teachers’  Retirement  Association. 
Miss  Anna  Batchelder  has  also  retired  from  the  service.  Mr. 
James  T.  Farmer  after  seventeen  years  of  faithful  and  efficient 
service  as  janitor  at  the  Nichols  and  later  at  the  Hale  School, 
has  been  retired  with  a pension  by  the  City  Council. 

The  assembling  of  all  the  ninth  grade  pupils  in  one  building, 
the  Albert  N.  Parlin  School,  will,  we  believe,  prove  to  be  a 
great  factor  in  efficiency. 

Notwithstanding  the  great  expenditure  for  new  buildings 
and  the  improvements  in  fire  protection,  there  has  been  but  a 
slight  increase  in  the  cost  to  the  city  per  pupil.  The  use  of 
coke  and  soft  coal  has  reduced  the  expenditure  for  fuel.  The 
aid  which  the  janitors  of  the  school  buildings  have  given  in 
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bringing  into  practical  effect  this  economical  change  has 
been  an  important  factor. 

By  the  exercise  of  various  economies  the  Committee  is 
able  to  turn  back  into  the  city  treasury  a substantial  sum  from 
the  annual  appropriation. 

Our  formal  tribute  to  the  service  of  the  late  Arthur  W. 
Bennett  is  printed  elsewhere  in  the  shape  of  resolutions  passed 
at  the  time  of  his  death.  But  these  express  only  in  part  the 
sense  of  personal  loss  felt  by  each  member  who  has  served 
with  him  for  years  on  the  School  Committee.  The  growth  and 
efficiency  of  the  Evening  School  and  the  excellence  of  the 
equipment  of  the  Technical  Training  Department  are  monu- 
ments to  his  interest,  devotion,  and  business  ability.

My  dear  Miss  Drury  : 

At  the  special  meeting  of  the  School  Committee  on  Thursday, 
you  were  re-appointed  and  then  your  resignation  was  read 
and  considered. 

Further  than  this,  the  Committee  wished  me  to  express  to 
you  their  appreciation  of  the  work  you  have  done  for  Everett 
children.  I feel  very  strongly  that  the  suitable  expression  of 
an  adequate  appreciation  is  an  assignment  I cannot  properly 
meet.  This  feeling  is  partly  due  to  my  conviction  that  we  have 
a very  meagre  knowledge  of  the  intensity  with  which  you  have 
labored  for  the  good  of  your  children.  We  have  had  our  at- 
tention called  to  many  special  instances  of  this,  but  for  twenty- 
five  years  you  have  given  the  full  measure  of  devotion. 

Sometimes,  as  I have  said,  your  effort  has  been  noted  and 
appreciated.  Often  it  has  been  carelessly  accepted  as  a part 
of  “the  day’s  work,”  and  often,  I am  sure,  your  self  sacrifice 
has  been  known  to  few  or  none  except  yourself  and  the  recipient. 

I further  hesitate  to  attempt  to  express  any  adequate  ap- 
preciation of  your  work  because  it  belongs  to  the  “unmeas- 
urable” in  education.  No  sensible  human  being  would  be 
rash  enough  to  attempt  to  set  its  value  in  terms  of  money,  or 
assign  limits  to  its  scope  and  breadth  of  influence.  You  have 
come  in  contact  with  thousands  of  pupils,  have  worked  for 
them  untiringly  and  advised  them  as  best  you  could. 

I know  that  former  pupils  and  their  parents  have  been  con- 
stantly expressing  to  you  their  increasing  conviction  of  the 
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help  you  have  been  to  them.  This  is  one  of  the  most  valuable 
rewards  of  true  teaching,  and  I hope  and  expect  it  will  con- 
tinue to  come  to  you  as  long  as  you  live.  Be  assured  that  you 
will  have  in  the  coming  years  with  this  gratitude  of  parents 
and  former  pupils  the  best  wishes  of  the  School  Committee. 

I personally  have  known  your  desire  to  be  loyal  to  the 
department  and  to  the  best  interests  of  the  children,  and  wish 
to  thank  you  for  your  co-operation  and  liberal  measure  of 
unpaid  service.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Everett  : — When  the  issuance 
of  annual  school  reports  was  made  compulsory,  they  were  dis- 
tributed to  all  voters  and  served  to  inform  parents  and  tax- 
payers concerning  school  expenditures  and  conditions,  and 
the  plans  and  purposes  of  those  in  charge  of  education.  The 
chief  use  of  the  present  city  school  report  is  to  place  in  per- 
manent form  the  record  of  facts  and  policies,  and  to  serve  as  a 
medium  for  the  exchange  of  ideas  between  those  in  charge  of 
education  in  various  municipalities. 

An  underlying  thought  in  the  preparation  of  this  report  for 
1915  is  to  show  what  has  been  done  since  June,  1910,  in  the 
carrying  out  of  your  desire  to  broaden,  equalize  and  otherwise 
improve  school  opportunities  in  Everett  without  any  con- 
siderable increase  in  the  per  capita  cost  for  support.  This 
comparison  of  conditions  will  involve  a fairly  complete  enum- 
eration of  present  school  facilities  without  the  repetition  of 
details  to  be  found  in  the  text  and  tabulations  of  preceding 
reports. 

Office  Records 

Partly  from  choice,  and  partly  because  of  new  demands  from 
higher  authorities,  we  have  in  five  years  about  doubled  the 
filing  space  and  clerical  work. 

There  are  nearly  20,000  cards  in  the  school  and  census 
files  for  names  of  children. 

Since  August  31,  1913,  working  certificates  for  minors  have 
been  issued  as  follows  :

Organizations 

Within  five  years,  the  plan  of  general  and  grade  associ- 
ations for  furthering  the  common  interests  of  all  teachers  and 
meeting  the  professional  needs  of  particular  groups,  and  of 
home  and  school  associations  for  promoting  right  relations  be- 
tween teachers  and  parents  have  been  largely  extended.  Most 
of  these  organizations  are  still  active  and  furthering  the  pur- 
poses for  which  they  were  formed. 

School  Membership 

The  actual  membership  at  the  close  of  schools  just  before 
Christmas  gives  a reasonable  basis  for  comparison.  The 
following  table  shows  the  increase  in  five  years  :

In  round  numbers  the  increase  has  been  50  per  year  in  the 
High  School  and  150  in  the  grades. 

School  Accommodations 

Before  1909,  school  buildings  were  being  used  beyond  the 
limit  of  their  proper  capacity.  Relief  was  sought  by  using 
halls  and  small  unsuitable  rooms  as  classrooms  and  by  placing 
classes  on  half-time.  Within  three  years,  the  City  has  pur- 
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chased  four  portable  buildings  and  erected  three  unit  buildings 
containing  twenty-eight  classrooms  for  the  grades,  and  added 
the  annex  to  the  High  School  for  the  Technical  Training  De- 
partment at  a total  cost  of  fully  $275,000  for  buildings  and 
equipment. 

A silk  flag  to  be  displayed  in  the  hall^has  been  presented, 
with  suitable  exercises,  to  each  of  the  three  new  buildings. 
The  flag  at  the  George  G.  Hamilton  School  is  the  gift  of  the 
Massachusetts  Woman’s  Relief  Corps,  Mr.  Albert  N.  Parlin 
gave  the  flag  to  the  school  that  bears  his  name,  and  the  flag 
for  the  Albert  W.  Lewis  School  was  presented  by  Everett 
Lodge,  Benevolent  and  Protective^Order  of  Elks. 

The  Woman’s  Relief  Corps,  James  A.  Perkins  Corps,  No.  40, 
continued  its  patriotic  custom  by  presenting  a flag  to  each  of 
the  twenty-eight  rooms  in  the  new  buildings. 

All  regular  classrooms  including  the  four  portables  are  now 
in  use  except  one  room  at  the  Winslow.  Few  grade  rooms  are 
crowded  and  the  average  number  of  grade  children  per  teacher 
has  been  reduced  to  forty.  Present  conditions  are  very  satis- 
factory, but  the  Lewis  School  is  sending  children  across  Main 
Street  to  the  Winslow,  two  portables  are  in  use  at  the  Lafayette, 
and  the  High  School  has  reached  its  limit  in  accommodations. 
Next  year,  with  two  classes  entering  and  only  one  leaving  the 
Lafayette,  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  for  the  seventh  grade 
either  by  another  portable  or  by  sending  it  to  another  build- 
ing or  by  placing  first  grades  on  half  time.  The  only  way  to 
relieve  the  High  School  without  additional  rooms  is  to  have 
afternoon  classes.  Land  for  eight  more  rooms  and  a suitable 
playground  in  the  Lafayette  section  should  be  purchased  at 
once,  and  I respectfully  urge  that  you  discuss  and  decide  upon 
the  plan  of  caring  for  a high  school  of  1500  to  2000  pupils, 
which  enrollment  is  likely  to  be  reached  in  the  near  future. 

Location  of  Grades 

The  increase  of  classrooms  has  enabled  us  to  extend  your 
policy  of  schooling  young  children  near  home  and  concen- 
trating upper  grades  so  that  now  fourteen  of  the  nineteen  grade

buildings  have  first  grade  pupils,  five  have  none  above  the 
fourth,  the  thirteen  eights  are  in  five  buildings,  and  thirteen 
of  the  sixteen  sevenths  are  in  the  Centre,  Hale,  Hamilton, 
Lincoln  and  Warren  Schools.  All  the  ninths  are  in  the  Parlin 
School. 

Fire  Prevention  and  Fire  Drills 

Within  a few  months,  metal  lath  and  plaster  have  been 
applied  to  all  unprotected  ceilings  in  the  basements  of  the 
older  buildings.  As  fast  as  possible,  wooden  partitions  are 
being  replaced  by  brick  or  covered  by  plaster  or  metal  so  as  to 
make  all  basements  fire  resisting. 

For  twenty  years,  Everett  has  had  effective  fire  drills  and 
signal  systems  in  all  its  schools.  Chief  Swan  of  the  Fire 
Department  recently  tested  the  pupils  and  reported  the  follow- 
ing result  in  time  required  to  clear  each  building  :

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Grading  and  Promotion 

After  the  entrance  age  was  raised  to  five  years  and  nine 
months  in  1910,  you  discussed  various  plans  for  more  rapid 
promotion  but  instead  of  changing  from  nine  grades  to  eight, 
you  decided  to  adopt  the  plan  whereby  the  work  for  each  year 
should  be  divided  into  quarters  and  children  grouped  accord- 
ing to  their  ability  to  advance  three,  four  or  five  quarters  per 
year.  Under  this  plan,  the  per  cent  of  non-promotions  in  the 
first  grade  has  been  reduced  from  seventeen  to  six,  and  in  the 
first  eight  grades  from  twelve  to  four.  In  four  years,  one 
hundred  and  twenty-four  pupils  have  prepared  for  High  School 
in  the  short  course,  ten  per  cent  of  the  children  are  doing  five 
quarters  per  year,  and  an  equal  number  are  in  the  slow  divisions. 
It  thus  appears  that  considerable  has  been  done  to  adjust  the 
work  to  the  abilities  of  the  children  and  that  ten  per  cent  of 
them  are  saving  at  least  a year  each.  Teachers  are  loth  to 
believe  that  many  of  their  children  are  able  to  travel  at  the 
rapid  rate,  and  it  still  remains  for  us  to  demonstrate  that  a 
large  portion  of  the  pupils  can  be  suitably  prepared  for  the 
High  School  in  eight  years  with  profit  to  themselves  and  a 
saving  to  the  City. 

Besides  this  variable  speed  plan  of  promoting,  we  now  have 
five  special  classes  for  pupils  who  are  unable  to  do  profitable 
work  in  regular  rooms.  Two  of  these  are  for  children  from 
six  to  twelve  years  old  ; another  is  for  those  twelve  to  fifteen. 
The  fourth  and  fifth,  one  for  boys,  the  other  for  girls,  are  in 
the  Albert  N.  Parlin  School  where  they  associate  with  others 
of  corresponding  age.  All  these  classes  are  small,  and  or- 
ganized on  the  ungraded  plan  with  considerable  manual  work. 
Their  maintenance  at  a larger  per  capita  cost  than  that  for 
other  pupils  is  defensible  on  the  ground  that  regular  teachers 
are  relieved  and  enabled  to  do  better  work,  the  children  are 
not  asked  to  do  impossible  tasks  but  schooled  to  expect  success 
instead  of  failure  and  the  City  is  thereby  discharging  its  duty 
to  aid  them  in  becoming  intelligent  and  self-supporting  citizens. 
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Equivalent  Opportunities 

Besides  these  efforts  to  adapt  the  given  course  of  study 
to  the  capacities  of  different  groups,  important  additions  have 
been  made  to  the  schoolroom  activities. 

The  first  step  was  to  offer  in  addition  to  the  college  prepar- 
atory, academic  and  commercial  courses,  new  four-year  high 
school  courses  in  domestic  science  and  technical  training. 
Within  a year,  a well  equipped  print  shop  in  the  High  School 
has  become  the  property  of  the  City. 

Much  of  the  new  equipment  has  been  utilized  for  evening 
school  work  resulting  in  the  formation  of  classes  in  applied 
science,  shop  drawing,  shop  mathematics,  woodworking, 
machine  shop  and  forge  room  practice,  dressmaking  and 
cooking.  Whenever  the  registration  has  warranted  it,  voca- 
tional as  well  as  pre vocational  classes  have  been  organized. 
The  former  constitute  the  Everett  Evening  Industrial  School. 
These  new  classes  with  those  previously  established  dupli- 
cate, in  so  far  as  they  are  adapted  to  older  pupils,  the  corres- 
ponding work  in  the  day  school  elementary,  commercial,  in- 
dustrial and  home  making  courses,  and  thus  leave  the  door  of 
opportunity  open  as  long  as  possible.  Thus  far,  it  has  not 
seemed  expedient  to  offer  the  day  school,  college  preparatory, 
academic  and  English  courses  in  the  evening. 

Most  of  our  time  in  the  elementary  schools  has  been  given 
to  securing  more  definite  results  in  the  essentials  of  the  com- 
mon branches.  The  opening  of  the  Albert  N.  Parlin  School 
has  enabled  us  to  offer  therein  manual  training  for  all  the 
boys  and  cooking  for  all  the  girls.  This  school  with  twelve 
classrooms,  kitchen,  lunch  room,  shop  and  hall  is  organized 
on  the  semi-departmental  plan  and  has  besides  the  nine  classes 
doing  regular  high  school  preparatory  work,  a class  of  boys 
who  take  more  of  manual  training  and  less  of  grammar,  a 
class  of  girls  with  more  home  making  and  less  arithmetic,  and 
the  two  special  classes  referred  to  above.  It  is  designed  to 
give  better  preparation  for  the  High  School  and  to  meet  the 
needs  of  others  of  corresponding  age  who  will  not  go  further. 
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Supervision 

The  supervisors  of  music  and  drawing  explain  in  their  re- 
ports how  they  have  met  the  increased  demand  upon  their 
time.  We  are  acting  on  the  supposition  that  it  is  a less  ex- 
pensive and  a better  plan  to  ask  these  specialists  to  supervise 
the  work  of  the  regular  teachers,  using  their  own  time  where  and 
in  the  way  it  is  most  needed,  instead  of  uniformly  taking  the 
class  while  the  teacher  observes.  When  special  help  is  needed, 
some  teacher  can  be  detailed  for  this  purpose  as  is  done  at  the 
Albert  N.  Parlin  School. 

Although  the  stress  of  High  School  work  gives  him  little  school 
time  for  this  purpose,  the  Head  of  the  Technical  Training 
Department  has  acted  as  supervisor  of  all  manual  training 
since  February,  1912. 

The  plan  of  giving  some  principals  supervision  over  more 
than  one  building,  begun  last  year,  has  been  extended,  thereby 
decreasing  considerably  our  large  cost  per  pupil  for  this  ser- 
vice. We  hope  there  will  be  no  educational  loss,  for  it  is  pos- 
sible to  supervise  teachers  too  much,  and  the  larger  field  gives 
the  principal  opportunity  for  professional  growth. 

Medical  Inspection 

Though  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health,  this 
work  is  conducted  under  the  most  cordial  relations  with  the 
School  Department.  In  place  of  the  six  school  physicians 
formerly  employed  to  make  weekly  calls  at  each  building,  we 
now  have  two  nurses  who  give  their  whole  time  to  inspecting 
the  pupils,  visiting  and  advising  in  the  schools  and  homes,  and 
taking  children  away  for  treatment.  Their  work  is  summar- 
ized in  the  appendix  to  this  report.  Three  physicians  are 
employed  to  give  a part  of  their  time  to  necessary  advice  and 
supervision. 

Attendance  Officer  and  a Schoolhouse  Mechanic 

Instead  of  a truant  officer  who  divided  his  time  between 
enforcing  the  law  and  directing  the  repairs  on  school  build- 
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ings,  the  City  now  employs  a schoolhouse  mechanic  and  an 
attendance  officer.  The  latter  also  supervises  the  athletic 
and  play  activities  of  the  elementary  schools  and  promotes  the 
right  school  spirit  quite  as  much  by  his  work  on  the  play- 
grounds and  in  the  schoolrooms  as  by  looking  up  absentees. 

Real  Experiences 

A perusal  of  the  reports  of  the  last  five  years,  particularly 
those  of  the  High  School  principal  and  the  supervisor  of  man- 
ual training,  will  show  that  effort  has  been  made  to  duplicate 
actual  working  conditions  in  the  kitchen,  sewing  room  and 
shops,  giving  the  pupils  a real  job  and  turning  out  a product 
that  has  cash  value. 

I am  convinced  more  and  more  that  pupils  in  the  practical 
courses  should  be  employed  a part  of  their  time  in  doing 
things  for  the  school  or  other  City  departments,  not  for  the 
purpose  of  exploiting  the  children  but  because  such  work 
gives  them  the  very  best  opportunity  to  secure  the  kind  of 
education  they  are  seeking. 

Pupils  from  the  commercial  department  have  been  sent  out 
to  business  and  professional  offices  for  actual  experience  and 
employed  to  duplicate  papers,  check  up  the  files,  and  operate 
the  telephone  exchange  in  the  Superintendent’s  office. 

Under  the  Stamp  Savings  System,  established  by  the  Friday 
Club  in  1905,  stamps  to  the  value  of  $15,208.72  were  sold  in 
the  five  years  from  1906  to  1910  and  $19,799.73  in  the  last 
five  years. 

In  1913,  the  Board  of  Trade  gave  an  impetus  to  the  home 
garden  movement  by  furnishing  free  packages  of  seeds  to  all 
applicants.  In  1914,  more  than  22,000  and  in  1915,  27,170 
penny  packages  were  sold  to  pupils.  Last  summer,  some 
voluntary  supervision  was  given  and  prizes  were  awarded  for 
the  best  gardens  and  yards.  In  the  fall,  creditable  exhibits 
were  held  in  the  school  buildings  for  each  district,  and  on  the 
evening  of  the  same  day  at  the  Parlin  School  hall  for  the  whole 
city.  The  ribbons  for  the  best  gardens  and  yards  were  given 
by  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  the  cups  competed  for 
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by  classes  from  each  building  were  presented  by  different  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

Cost  of  Schools 

The  following  tabulations  give  some  pertinent  facts  con- 
cerning present  cost  of  schools.  Those  for  Everett  are  taken 
from  the  City  reports  for  the  calendar  year.  State  compar- 
isons are  from  the  annual  reports  of  the  Board  of  Education 
for  the  school  years  ending  in  June.  Table  five  is  adapted 
from  United  States  Bureau  of  Education  Bulletin,  1912,  No.  5, 
and  Bulletin,  1915,  No.  44.

The  average  cost  per  pupil  in  all  schools  was  $29.32  in  1910. 
The  increase  shown  in  the  first  table  is  accounted  for  by  the 
increases  in  salaries  including  the  addition  of  several  men  to 
the  High  School  force.  The  maximum  salary  of  grade  teachers 
was  increased  $50  in  1906  and  again  in  1911. 
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The  fifth  table  indicates  that  the  distribution  of  expendi- 
tures for  various  purposes  is  usually  close  to  the  average  for 
other  cities.  The  unusual  cost  for  textbooks  and  supplies  is 
explained  by  the  use  of  $3,969.58,  1.65  per  cent,  in  equipping 
the  three  new  buildings.  A more  detailed  comparison  would 
show  that  teachers  receive  a little  less  than  usual  the  percen- 
tage and  that  the  supervision  and  care  of  a relatively  large 
number  of  small  buildings  makes  these  items  larger  than  the 
average. 

The  figures  for  total  cost  of  secondary  as  compared  with 
elementary  schools  would  indicate  that  our  High  School  is 
relatively  expensive,  but  the  table  does  not  show  the  relatively 
large  membership  common  in  the  high  schools  of  Massachu- 
setts. In  the  one  hundred  and  three  cities  enumerated  in  the 
bulletin  from  which  these  figures  were  taken,  the  ratio  of  cost 
per  pupil  of  the  elementary  schools  to  high  schools  in  cities 
having  a population  of  between  thirty  thousand  and  fifty 
thousand  is  1.90.  It  is  recommended  that  the  ratio  be  between 
1.80  and  2.60  and  with  2.16  as  the  best  representative  amount. 
The  average  in  Everett  for  five  years  has  been  1.96. 

If  five  High  School  teachers  be  added  to  meet  the  proposed 
State  requirements  for  qualifying  in  “Class  A,”  consisting  of 
high  schools  that  may  certificate  to  a State  normal  school 
any  graduates  in  subjects  in  which  they  have  a mark  cf  “A” 
or  “B”,  it  will  cost  at  least  four  dollars  more  per  pupil  and 
raise  the  ratio  to  2.17.  While  this  is  not  an  excessive  cost  for 
high  school  pupils,  and  a larger  number  of  teachers  is  desirable, 
I am  on  record  as  believing  that  any  considerable  increase  in 
high  school  facilities  should  be  duplicated  by  corresponding 
effort  for  those  who  never  go  there.  We  should  feel  chagrined 
not  to  have  Everett  included  in  an  official  list  of  creditable 
high  schools,  but  to  my  mind,  the  only  important  reason  for 
desiring  the  opportunity  to  send  pupils  to  normal  schools  with- 
out examination  is  the  fact  that  if  we  do  not  have  it,  parents 
will  protest  that  our  school  is  inefficient.  As  a rule,  capable 
students  can  pass  examinations  for  higher  institutions.  If 
they  are  not  capable,  it  is  not  worth  while  to  use  time  and 
money  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  them  to  avoid  a test  that  will 
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show  their  lack  of  fitness.  We  shall  be  glad  to  use  any  larger 
investment  that  taxpayers  are  willing  to  intrust  to  us,  but  not 
for  the  sake  of  avoiding  examinations. 

Taken  as  a whole,  tables  one  to  five  indicate  that  the  school 
expenditures  are  well  distributed.  They  bear  out  the  familiar 
assertion  that  Everett  taxes  itself  more  heavily  for  school 
purposes  than  any  other  city  in  Massachusetts,  but  that  this 
tax  yields  considerably  less  than  the  average  sum  per  pupil 
because  of  the  large  number  of  children  and  lack  of  wealth. 
They  also  show  what  is  not  so  well  known,  viz.,  that  other 
outlays,  and  not  school  maintenance,  are  largely  responsible 
for  an  increasing  tax  rate.  Finally,  they  may  be  adduced  as 
evidence  that  before  increasing  the  demands  made  upon  cities 
like  Everett,  our  legislators  should  carefully  consider  the 
possibility  of  more  equitable  methods  for  the  assessment  and 
distribution  of  taxes,  so  that,  without  unjust  burden  upon 
taxpayers,  there  may  be  equivalent  school  opportunities  in 
cities  that  are  educating  large  numbers  of  children  whose 
intelligence  and  productive  power  will  go  to  the  upbuilding 
of  other  communities.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Mr.  Fairfield  Whitney, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

My  dear  Mr.  Whitney  : 

I hereby  present  the  report  of  the  Everett  High  School 
for  1915. 

Registration  and  Attendance 

The  registration  for  the  year  was  972,  an  increase  of  33  over 
that  of  1914. 

The  per  centum  of  attendance  was  .96199,  an  increase  of 
.0058  over  that  of  the  preceding  year.  There  were  696  cases 
of  tardiness  or  32  less  than  for  1914. 

There  were  164  pupils  not  absent  a session,  and  510  who 
were  not  tardy.  This  shows  an  attendance  considerably  above 
the  state  average,  due  largely  to  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Marks. 
When  parents  and  pupils  realize  that  attendance  on  school 
bears  the  same  responsibility  as  attendance  on  business,  the 
number  of  absences  will  rapidly  diminish. 

Teachers 

Five  teachers  have  left  us  during  the  year.  Mr.  Bain,  after 
installing  the  Technical  Training  Course  and  putting  it  into 
successful  operation,  accepted  a position  in  the  Dorchester 
High  School.  Miss  Hart  left  us  to  assume  domestic  relations. 
Misses  Conant  and  McPherson  discontinued  work  because 
of  ill  health,  and  Mrs.  Saunders  resigned  because  of  removal 
from  the  state. 

Mr.  Stanley  was  promoted  to  the  Head  of  the  Technical 
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Training  Department,  and  Mr.  C.  W.  Hum,  of  the  Berlin, 
N.  H.  High  School,  was  elected  as  teacher  of  wood-working. 

The  other  new  teachers  elected  were  : 

Miss  Ethel  Kelley,  of  the  Braintree  High  School 
Miss  Almira  Wallace,  of  the  East  Douglas  High  School 
Miss  Mary  Moran,  of  the  Billerica  High  School 
Miss  Margaret  Dugan,  of  the  Plymouth,  N.  H.  High  School 
Miss  Miriam  Woolley,  of  the  Medford  High  School 

Athletics 

I must  again  call  your  attentioh  to  the  success  of  our  ath- 
letic teams. 

In  baseball,  we  tied  with  Somerville  for  the  Championship 
of  the  Suburban  League.  In  the  play-off,  Somerville  was 
successful. 

In  football,  we  won  the  State  Championship  by  defeat- 
ing Waltham,  and  tied  for  the  National  Championship  with 
the  Central  High  School  of  Detroit,  Michigan. 

The  success  of  the  teams,  coached  by  Mr.  O’Donnell,  has 
called  wide  attention  to  his  ability,  and  it  is  unlikely  that  we 
shall  be  able  to  retain  his  services.  By  his  fairness,  earnest- 
ness, and  ability,  Mr.  O’Donnell  has  won  a warm  place  in  the 
hearts  of  the  teachers,  pupils  and  the  public. 

As  soon  as  our  field  is  paid  for,  I hope  that  we  can  eliminate 
the  commercial  aspect  of  our  athletics,  and,  at  least,  make 
it  possible  for  every  student  to  attend  the  games.  Better  still, 
I wish  it  were  possible  for  every  student  to  take  an  active 
part  in  athletics.  If  I could  see  the  field  covered  with  pupils, 
working  under  the  tuition  of  an  athletic  director,  I would 
feel  that  we  were  using  it  to  the  utmost. 

Need  of  More  Recitation  Rooms 

The  building  is  crowded  to  its  utmost  capacity.  The  hall, 
the  dynamo  room,  and  the  library  are  all  in  use  for  recitation 
purposes.  Large  classes  cannot  be  divided  because  of  lack 
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of  room.  Next  year,  it  will  be  necessary  to  secure  additional 
accommodation.  An  immediate  move  should  be  made  to  meet 
conditions  which  we  must  face  next  September. 

Need  of  a Regular  Substitute 

For  the  past  two  years,  it  has  been  very  difficult  to  secure 
competent  substitutes,  or,  at  times,  to  secure  any. 

Formerly,  we  drew  upon  our  pupil  teachers  for  substitute 
work,  but  now,  fewer  young  women  are  entering  the  pro- 
fession through  the  gate  of  pupil  teaching. 

Many  times,  it  would  be  better  for  the  pupils  if  the  classes 
were  discontinued,  rather  than  to  put  them  in  charge  of  inex- 
perienced and  incompetent  substitutes.  This,  however,  would 
mean  much  loss,  for  the  absence  of  teachers  through  illness 
is  almost  continuous. 

If  a strong  teacher  with  a wide  range  of  subjects  could  be 
secured,  who  would  act  as  a general  substitute,  it  would  add 
much  to  the  efficiency  of  the  school.  Such  a teacher,  when 
not  engaged  in  substituting,  could  be  well  employed  in  giving 
individual  aid  to  those  pupils  whose  needs  cannot  be  met 
entirely  by  the  regular  teachers,  because  of  the  crowded  con- 
dition of  the  school  and  the  large  size  of  many  classes. 

Domestic  Science  Department 

The  work  of  this  department  has  been  further  strengthened 
by  the  concentration  of  work  called  for  in  the  new  Course 
of  Study. 

Closer  co-ordination  between  drawing  and  dressmaking 
and  millinery  has  been  established,  and  all  work  is  carefully 
designed  before  it  is  undertaken. 

The  amount  received  from  sale  of  food,  from  lunches,  and 
from  order  work,  has  steadily  increased.  The  lunch  counter 
has  been  placed  in  charge  of  this  department,  and  much  of  the 
food  used  in  the  daily  serving  of  over  600  pupils  and  from 
60  to  75  teachers  is  cooked  by  the  girls. 

The  class  in  nursing  receives  its  instruction  at  the  Whidden 
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Memorial  Hospital  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Seavey,  Super- 
intendent. The  willingness  of  the  hospital  authorities  to  co- 
operate with  the  school  shows  a fine  civic  spirit. 

Practical  Work  of  Technical  Department 

During  the  past  year,  72  manual  training  benches  and  36 
large  umbrella  racks  were  made  for  use  in  the  Hamilton,  Lewis, 
and  Parlin  Schools.  At  the  present  time,  the  boys  are  con- 
structing 15  large  drawing  tables  for  use  in  the  High  and 
Evening  Schools. 

In  addition  to  these  larger  items  of  construction,  there  have 
been  given  over  4,400  hours  of  work  to  the  making  of  tools  for 
janitors,  repairing  furniture,  painting  and  varnishing,  and 
general  repairs  on  various  buildings.  This  not  only  saves 
money  for  the  City,  but  also  furnishes  practical  work  for  the 
boys  under  approximate  shop  conditions,  — the  only  conditions 
worth  while  in  a Public  High  School  Technical  Course. 

So  many  boys  have  entered  this  Course  that,  for  next  year, 
it  will  be  necessary  either  to  limit  the  number  of  those  desiring 
Technical  training,  or  to  lessen  the  number  of  hours  given  to 
shop  work.  Either  action  will  mean  a distinct  disadvantage  to 
the  practical  development  of  industrial  training. 

Record  of  Repairs  and  Construction 

In  order  to  keep  a closer  record  of  all  work  done  in  the 
Technical  Department,  an  order  card  has  been  designed  show- 
ing the  party  requesting  the  work,  its  approval  by  the  Prin- 
cipal, the  time  of  completion,  and  the  cost  in  material  and  labor. 
These  cards,  numerically  filed,  give  a complete  record  of  all  the 
repair  and  construction  work  of  the  department. 

Record  of  Business  Training 

In  order  to  gain  greater  advantage  to  those  pupils  sent  to 
business  houses  to  secure  practical  experience,  a printed  card 
is  sent  to  each  employer  for  his  estimate  of  the  student’s  train- 
ing and  work.  This  includes  questions  on  personal  appear- 
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ance,  neatness,  promptness,  attitude,  initiative,  accuracy,  pen- 
manship, stenography,  typewriting,  arithmetic,  spelling,  etc. 

A weakness  noted  on  any  card  gives  the  student  and  the 
school  an  opportunity  to  remedy  it.  A card  showing  a high 
rating  throughout  is  a fair  guarantee  of  a good  position,  after 
graduation. 

Growth  of  Teachers 

No  teacher  stands  still.  She  is  either  going  forward  or  slip- 
ping backward.  Often,  the  enthusiasm  and  ambition  of  a 
young  teacher,  with  little  experience,  render  her  more  valuable 
than  the  older  teacher  with  a richer  experience,  but  with  dulled 
enthusiasm  and  ambition  satisfied. 

Blessed  is  the  man  or  woman  who  can  hold  enthusiasm  un- 
dimmed to  the  end  of  the  course.  He  or  she,  it  is,  who  accom- 
plishes the  big  things  of  life. 

In  order  to  hold  teachers  to  high  grade  work,  it  is  customary 
in  many  places  to  require  certain  university  courses  or  regular 
examinations  as  a requisite  for  promotion  or  the  maintenance 
of  maximum  salary. 

While  this  plan  may  do  much  good,  it  cannot  but  fail  to 
accomplish  its  purpose  to  make  better  teachers  with  keener 
enthusiasm. 

Given  the  desire  to  make  the  best  possible  teacher,  such 
courses  and  all  available  aids  are  bound  to  be  used.  Without 
such  desire,  all  forced  training  brings  scant  returns. 

Our  teachers  are  fortunate  in  working  where  there  is  such 
rich  opportunity  for  improvement.  University  courses  for 
teachers,  educational  meetings  and  lectures,  classes  for  intensive 
study,  normal  extension  work,  — all  crowd  upon  each  other 
in  Boston.  Often,  it  is  hard  to  choose  from  such  a wealth  of 
material.  Sometimes  there  is  danger  of  choosing  too  much. 

The  High  School  Teachers  are  generally  awake  to  their 
opportunity.  All  of  them  have  membership  in  some  educa- 
tional organization  ; some  in  several.  Eight  are  taking  uni- 
versity courses.  Seven  are  following  lecture  courses.  Over 
twenty  are  active  workers  in  organizations  for  special  study, 
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and  all  have  been  in  attendance  at  various  educational  meet- 
ings, not  to  mention  the  Middlesex  Teachers’  or  the  Massachu- 
setts Teachers’  Association,  to  which  many,  or  all,  belong.  We 
are  represented  by  a membership  of  forty-eight  in  the  following : 
Elementary  Science  Association,  New  England  Association  of 
Chemistry  Teachers,  Association  of  Teachers  of  English,  His- 
tory Teachers’  Association,  Manual  Training  Club,  New  Eng- 
land Federation  of  High  School  Commercial  Teachers,  Amer- 
ican Association  of  Home  Economics,  Boston  Simmons  Club, 
Association  of  Modern  Language  Teachers,  Eastern  Commer- 
cial Teachers’  Association,  New  England  Home  Economics 
Club,  New  England  Classical  Association,  Association  of 
Teachers  of  Mathematics,  Physics  Teachers’  Association,  Asso- 
ciation of  Penmanship  Supervisors,  National  Association  of 
Chandler  Writers,  and  The  Principals’  Association. 

While  our  teachers  maintain  such  interest  in  educational 
work,  there  is  little  danger  of  back  sliding. 

The  Many  Sided  School 

Many  cities  have  adopted  the  plan  of  establishing  special 
high  schools  for  specific  and  distinctive  work.  There  are 
Classical,  Commercial,  Technical,  Clerical,  and  Practical  Arts 
High  Schools. 

Some  cities,  notably  Cincinnati  and  Detroit,  either  through 
dearly-bought  experience  or  greater  wisdom,  have  established 
great  cosmopolitan  high  schools,  where,  under  one  roof,  are 
taught  the  classics,  the  practical  arts,  and  commercial  branches. 

Such,  I believe  will  be  the  successful  schools  of  the  future. 
In  them,  teachers  of  widely  different  training  and  experience 
shall  minister  to  pupils  of  widely  different  aims  and  capacities  ; 
and  it  shall  be  done  without  friction,  without  jealousy,  and 
with  no  cross  purpose  or  waste  of  energy.  There  shall  be  no 
intellectual  caste  ; the  worker  with  tools  shall  appreciate  the 
work  of  the  scholar,  and  the  scholar  shall  respect  the  worker 
with  tools.  Each  shall  better  understand  the  work  of  the 
other  and  give  to  it  its  proper  place  in  the  world’s  industry. 
And  all  this  shall  tend  toward  better  understanding,  closer 
sympathy,  and  nearer  to  industrial  peace. 
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The  Everett  High  School  is  sincerely  trying  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  city  that  it  serves.  Equal  energy  is  given  to  its 
industrial,  commercial  and  purely  intellectual  courses.  Equal 
respect  is  given  by  teachers  and  pupils  to  the  workers  in  these 
various  courses.  Any  one  student  is  the  equal  of  any  other. 
The  school  is  thoroughly  democratic.  Its  greatest  ambition 
is  to  more  closely  serve  the  needs  of  its  ever  increasing  army  of 
students. 

Recommendations 

In  conclusion,  I desire  to  make  the  following  recommen- 
dations, the  first  three  renewed  from  last  year  : 

1.  Furnished  house  for  the  Domestic  Science  Department. 

2.  Establishment  of  course  in  Printing. 

3.  Afternoon  sessions  for  all  delinquent  pupils. 

4.  Election  of  a regular  substitute. 

5.  Immediate  move  for  increased  accommodations. 
With  renewed  appreciation  of  the  support  of  the  Committee, 

Superintendent,  and  Teachers,  my  report  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 

Mr.  Fairfield  Whitney,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Everett,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir  : 

From  year  to  year  the  changes  in  material  and  the  course  of 
study  are  so  few  that  a yearly  report  contains,  in  time,  much 
sameness  and  repetition.  With  the  opening  of  three  new  build- 
ings in  September  a question  naturally  arose  as  to  when  I 
should  visit  these  additional  rooms  (28  in  all)  and  still  keep 
my  program  three  weeks,  as  it  had  been  for  nearly  ten  years. 
A longer  space  of  time  between  visits  is  undesirable,  especially 
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where  there  are  frequent  changes  in  the  corps  of  teachers.  The 
first  solution  of  the  problem  (the  one  we  are  trying  this  year) 
is  to  combine  the  Ninth  Grades  at  the  Parlin  School  in  groups 
of  three  classes  each  (about  125  pupils)  and  visit  them  at  eight 
o’clock,  before  the  regular  session  for  lower  grades  begins. 

A step  in  the  direction  of  departmental  work  was  taken  at 
the  Parlin  School  when  Miss  Florence  P.  Burnham,  formerly 
of  the  Lincoln  School,  was  placed  in  charge  of  all  the  chorus 
work,  giving  each  division  one  period  of  45  minutes  weekly,  and 
in  addition,  each  grade  teacher  devotes  30  minutes  to  technical 
music.  Aside  from  the  time  devoted  to  chorus  work,  Miss 
Burnham  conducts  weekly  rehearsals  with  an  orchestra  of 
ninth  grade  pupils,  thus  forming  a nucleus  for  a similar  organ- 
ization in  the  High  School,  should  it  seem  advisable  to  take 
such  a step. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion has  very  kindly  appropriated  funds  with  which  to  pur- 
chase a piano  for  each  of  the  new  buildings,  thus  placing  all  on 
the  same  footing  where  the  various  phases  of  school  music 
can  be  easily  presented. 

During  the  past  year,  many  additional  helps  used  in  the 
teaching  of  technical  music  have  been  provided  throughout  the 
city,  and  by  this  means,  a minimum  of  board  room  and  time 
is  required,  every  phase  of  the  subject  being  on  a piece  of  oak 
tag  of  suitable  size,  ready  for  instantaneous  use.  Musical 
characters,  pitches,  time  problems,  major  and  minor  keys, 
chromatics,  and  much  of  the  work  in  musical  history  are  pre- 
sented in  this  manner. 

Leaving  the  work  of  the  grades,  allow  me  to  refer  to  a matter 
of  much  concern,  namely,  the  size  of  the  High  School  choruses. 
The  Wednesday  division  (in  which  music  is  elective  and  com- 
posed of  pupils  from  the  Senior,  Junior  and  Sophomore  classes) 
numbers  434,  while  the  Freshman  class  has  417.  Realizing 
the  shape  of  the  hall  cannot  be  changed  to  allow  a more  satis- 
factory manner  of  seating  the  classes  I will  suggest  three 
divisions  instead  of  two,  Seniors  and  Juniors  together,  while 
the  Sophomores  remain  by  themselves,  the  same  as  the  Fresh- 
man class. 
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I realize  very  well  the  Herculean  task  of  preparing  a program 
as  suggested,  and  would  be  glad  to  accept  any  solution  of  the 
problem  which  will  enable  the  pupils  now  seated  in  the  rear 
of  the  hall  to  get  more  out  of  the  music  period  than  one  half 
point  when  school  closes  in  June. 

While  there  is  nothing  phenomenal  to  report  regarding  the 
various  activities  of  school  music,  I feel  confident  that  our 
motto  is  “Onward”  and  I take  this  occasion  to  acknowledge 
my  appreciation  of  all  agencies  which  assist  in  making  the 
work  so  pleasant,  and,  may  I not  hope,  of  some  value  to  those 
intrusted  to  our  care.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING 

Mr.  Fairfield  Whitney,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  emphasis  in  the  comprehensive  subject  of  drawing  shifts 
from  time  to  time.  Just  at  present  design  holds  a prominent 
place.  Therefore,  in  our  lower  grades,  we  have  given  more 
simple  problems  in  design  which  are  applied  to  things  con- 
structed. 

We  have  always  believed  in  object  drawing  in  the  upper 
grades.  This  opinion  has  been  strengthened  by  the  results  of 
an  investigation  on  the  part  of  Mr.  H.  T.  Bailey,  who  asked 
many  leading  men  of  the  country  their  opinion  as  to  what 
power  developed  by  art  study  in  schools  they  found  of  greatest 
value.  He  says,  “It  appears  therefore  that  the  verdict  of 
these  men,  actively  engaged  in  the  affairs  of  life,  is  approximate- 
ly as  three  to  one  in  favor  of  Representation  of  one  sort  or 
another.” 

Owing  to  the  three  new  school  buildings,  more  of  my  time 
has  been  given  to  supervising  and  less  to  teaching.  On  this 
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account  more  teachers7  meetings  have  been  held  to  explain 
the  work  or  to  have  the  teachers  work  out  some  of  the  prob- 
lems with  me.  Under  this  new  arrangement  much  of  the 
fall  work  has  been  most  encouraging. 

We  hope  that  the  course  of  study  including  as  it  does,  rep- 
resentation, construction,  design  and  color,  will  lead  pupils,  not 
only  to  have  some  skill  of  hand  themselves,  but  to  appreciate 
what  is  good  in  art  and  design  and  how  to  select  harmonious 
colors. 

In  closing,  I desire  to  thank  you,  and  all  who  take  an  interest 
in  my  department.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MANUAL  AND 
INDUSTRIAL  TRAINING 

Mr.  Fairfield  Whitney,  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

In  presenting  a report  of  Manual  and  Industrial  Training, 
I feel  that  our  sphere  of  usefulness  is  constantly  becoming 
larger,  the  word  “service77  being  the  keynote  of  all  our  work  ; 
service  to  the  boys,  to  the  schools,  and  to  the  city.  It  should 
be  said  that  in  point  of  numbers  each  year  at  the  high  school 
has  witnessed  a decided  increase  over  the  previous  year  and 
now  we  have  a registration  of  nearly  175,  indicating  a strong 
and  growing  interest  in  the  work  by  students  and  parents  alike. 
That  the  work  is  practical  is  evidenced  by  the  employment  of 
many  of  the  boys  in  the  trades  for  which  they  were  fitting  and 
also  the  demand  for  others. 

Large  credit  is  due  Mr.  Bain  for  the  completion  of  24  Cabi- 
net Manual  Training  Benches  for  the  Parlin  School,  48  Open 
Frame  Benches  for  the  Hamilton  and  Lewis  Schools  and  36 
Umbrella  Racks  for  those  schools,  the  wooden  frames  of  the 
racks  being  constructed  in  the  Carpentry  Shop  while  the  metal 
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pans  were  cut,  bent,  and  soldered  by  the  boys  in  the  Machine 
Shop  as  was  a large  gas-heated  wood  warmer. 

Because  of  the  excessive  vibration  transmitted  to  the  Draw- 
ing Room  by  the  machinery  beneath  which  was  more  notice- 
able after  the  installation  of  our  fine  blower  system  for  remov- 
ing sawdust  and  shavings,  the  entire  wood  working  machinery 
was  moved  into  the  Carpentry  Shop  and  the  benches  were 
installed  in  the  Pattern  Shop.  The  shafting  and  motors  were 
placed  in  position  and  lined  up  by  outside  help  while  the  lining- 
up  of  the  machinery  and  the  building  of  a concrete  floor  as 
well  as  many  incidentals  were  accomplished  by  the  boys. 

A precedent  has  been  established  this  year  in  that  boys 
were  sent  from  the  High  School  to  the  Lincoln  and  Horace 
Mann  Schools  to  construct  or  repair  furniture  and  equipment. 
At  the  Mann  School  12  manual  training  benches  were  repaired 
and  24  of  them  were  set  up  resulting  in  a service  to  the  boys  in 
the  realization  of  having  done  a workman-like  job  and  result- 
ing in  a service  to  the  school  department  and  a saving  to  the 
city. 

The  Technical  Efficiency  System  is  being  modified  to  include 
the  charging  of  stock  and  crediting  work  done  by  the  depart- 
ment, supplying  a decided  need  of  indicating  in  a business  like 
way  the  financial  standing  of  the  department  and  is  one  more 
step  towards  “Scientific  Management.”  Each  order  for  work 
to  be  done  is  sent  by  the  department  to  Mr.  Rockwood  for 
approval  and  if  given,  is  signed  by  him  and  sent  back,  the  work 
is  then  done,  the  labor  and  material  charged  by  the  shop  fore- 
man, and  the  order  is  finally  delivered  to  Mr.  Rockwood  for 
future  reference.  This  system  which  found  its  inception  in 
the  machine  shop  is  being  introduced  in  all  other  shops. 

One  change  in  the  faculty  of  the  department  at  the  High 
School  occured  recently  when  Mr.  Bain  was  succeeded  by 
Mr.  Hurn  of  Berlin,  N.  H.,  under  whose  efficient  instruction 
the  drawing  tables  which  have  been  so  much  needed  are  being- 
constructed  by  the  classes  in  wood  working. 

Much  credit  is  due  Mr.  Tuttle  for  work  done  in  designing 
and  making  drawings  of  the  above  tables  and  to  Mr.  MacKenzie 
for  expert  services  in  the  forge  shop. 
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In  our  school  system  I would  like  to  bring  for  your  consid- 
eration this  aim  for  all  manual  and  prevocational  training  in 
the  grades. 

THE  AIM. 

The  aim  of  all  manual  and  prevocational  training  is  to  ob- 
tain the  worker’s  strong,  keen  interest  in  various  construc- 
tions typifying  the  industries,  thereby  securing  the  proper 
mental  reaction  necessary  in  the  wise  choice  of  a trade. 

The  interest  of  the  worker  should  be  the  first  consideration 
of  the  teacher  and  should  govern  her  method.  As  far  as 
possible  the  opportunity  for  each  to  exercise  any  individuality 
of  design  should  be  given. 

It  would  seem  advisable  to  acquaint  the  boys  with  as  many 
lines  as  possible  in  the  grades  in  an  endeavor  to  guide  them  in 
the  selection  of  a vocation  and  then  allow  them  to  specialize 
in  that  one  trade  in  high  school.  The  plan  would  also  have  a 
beneficial  influence  upon  those  who  do  not  continue  their 
education  in  school  as  regards  their  choice  of  a trade.  It  is 
hoped  that  metal  work,  wood  turning,  book  binding  and 
printing  may  be  eventually  introduced  in  the  Parlin  School. 

This  year  a decided  change  has  occured  in  the  ninth  grades, 
they  being  all  in  the  same  building  and  under  the  manual 
training  instruction  of  Mr.  Brown  who  succeeds  Mr.  Bacon. 
This  phase  of  the  work  under  departmental  methods  will  help 
to  overcome  some  of  the  obstacles  met  in  the  change  from 
elementary  to  high  school. 

The  work  in  the  lower  grades  has  been  carried  on  with 
its  usual  high  standards,  only  minor  changes  being  made  where 
found  advisable. 

It  is  hoped  that  elementary  book  binding  and  other  forms  of 
hand  work  may  be  added  to  train  mind  and  hand  and  acquaint 
boys  with  the  various  lines  of  work  and  that  manual  training 
may  be  added  in  the  fourth  grade. 

In  closing  I desire  to  thank  all  who  have  worked  for  the 
interests  of  the  department  since  success  depends  upon  that 
hearty  co-operation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ATTENDANCE  OFFICER 

Mr.  Fairfield  Whitney,  Supt.,  Everett  Schools, 

Dear  Sir  : 

I submit  herewith  a report  of  the  Everett  Grammar  School 
Athletic  League  for  the  year  1914-15. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  progress  in  many  ways. 
The  chief  aim  of  the  league  “the  development  of  character, ” 
has  been  more  and  more  clearly  defined.  A current  of  sym- 
pathetic understanding  has  been  set  up  between  teacher  and 
pupil.  School  spirit  in  many  instances  has  increased.  The  love 
of  play,  fair  play,  is  developing  as  can  be  suggested  by  the 
continuation  of  the  work  of  the  League  during  the  summer  with 
five  Summer  Schools.  Some  time  ago  realizing  the  need  of  a 
sane  system  of  physical  training,  which  would  include  work 
suitable  for  class  room,  hall  and  yard,  as  well  as  for  mass  public 
playground,  President  H.  P.  Wasgatt  in  October  1914  appointed 
a committee  on  Organized  Recess  Play.  This  committee 
worked  out  a program  well  adapted  to  the  needs  of  Everett. 
Last  year’s  report  called  attention  to  this  feature  of  the  work 
and  this  year  we  can  report  that  after  giving  a little  thought 
to  the  matter  the  existing  facilities  were  developed  and  where- 
ever  this  program  has  been  introduced,  it  has  become  a fixture, 
a necessity.  Two  exhibitions  were  held  before  the  teachers 
in  High  School  Hall.  Folk-steps,  class  room  games,  drills 
and  tests  were  presented.  Later,  in  the  Fall,  the  teachers  were 
invited  to  enter  a gymnasium  class  and  almost  one  hundred 
took  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  secure  first  hand  coach- 
ing. The  girls  from  the  Parlin  school  leaders’  corps  did  splen- 
did service  during  the  sessions  of  this  class  demonstrating 
the  various  lines  of  work.  Long  before  the  children  go  to 
school  they  play.  Play  is  work  in  disguise  of  youthful  play. 
In  following  the  above  program  teachers  and  pupils  really 
come  to  understand  each  other  as  they  can  in  no  other  way. 
Through  this  contact  problems  of  discipline  may  be  solved  for 
here  all  may  become  friends,  best  of  all,  playmates.  This  is  of 
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greatest  value  in  conserving  the  child,  the  Nation’s  greatest 
asset  to  useful  citizenship  by  keeping  him  happy  and  in  school. 
The  following  is  a summary  of  the  year’s  work. 

Membership  of  League. 

Two  Exhibitions  of  Folk-steps,  games,  drills  and  tests. 

Three  field  meets,  X Y and  Z leagues. 

Two  Baseball  Leagues,  12  teams. 

Three  Volley  Ball  Leagues,  16  teams. 

Relay  Road  Race,  48  runners. 

Girl’s  Leader  Corps  coaching  classes  after  school  hours. 

Program  of  League  carried  on  through  the  Summer. 

Attendance  — Spring  1915  — 11,350  children,  250 
teachers  (42  days). 

Special  gymnasium  work  is  being  carried  on  daily  at  the  Parlin 
school  where  each  class  has  a three  quarter  hour  period  once 
a week.  The  work  is  made  possible  through  the  willingness 
of  Principal  H.  H.  Howes  to  co-operate  so  that  each  class  has 
a definite  program  to  follow  with  competent  leadership.  The 
leaders’  corps  selected  from  the  various  classes  meet  weekly 
and  help  greatly  in  advancing  the  work. 

Thanks  are  due  many,  but  especially  to  Superintendent 
Fairfield  Whitney  for  his  kindly  counsel,  Mr.  H.  P.  Wasgatt 
for  his  interest  and  backing  and  to  the  officers  of  the  League. 

Compulsory  Attendance 

It  is  with  pleasure  I can  report  progress  in  this  department 
due  to  the  strong  co-operation  given  me  on  the  part  of  the 
principals  and  teachers. 

The  past  year’s  work  in  scores  of  cases,  proves  that  truancy 
can  be  materially  reduced  and  habitual  truancy  in  large  measure 
prevented.  We  are  still  using  constructive  methods  as  out- 
lined in  the  work  of  the  Athletic  League  with  good  success. 
Another  splendid  opportunity  comes  in  the  friendly  conferences 
between  principal,  pupil  and  self,  conferences  the  end  of  which, 
have  over  and  over  demonstrated  their  great  value.  Many 
of  the  cases  are  due  to  the  mother  becoming  bread  winner 
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as  well  as  home  maker,  and  in  time  the  children  become  the 
victims  of  neglect,  and  all  the  ills  of  inadequate  and  improper 
food  and  heating.  This  part  of  the  work  is  the  most  discour- 


aging.
